THE SERVANT PROBLEM 
' IN RONGRONG. 


Wn understand that thé question 
of the, , compulsory registration of 
domestic servants is once again, 
tc be urged upon the considera- 
tion of the Governmect. | It 
is a very old question in Hong- 
kong, and more than one serious 
attempt has been made to deal with 
it, ' More than twenty years sgn, 
when His Exeelleney ‘tha Governor 
was Captain Superintendont of : Police, 
he drafted a Bill’ which appears 'to 


the whole of the members of the 
Government. of the time and the 
public generally, but when, the draft 
ordinance was submitted to the Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce 
they disapproved of it on the ground 
that the Government should not 
take any action as between master
